trade by dropping charges 
on Sundays and between 
7pm and 8 am - except in 
car parks along the coastal 
strip from West Bexington 
to Lyme Regis, including 
West Bay. 

WDDC ’ s Executive 
Committee succumbed to 
pressure from business 
groups to remove evening 
and Sunday parking 
charges in the area’s mar¬ 
ket towns starting from 
November 1st. 

The initiative was 
achieved following a two- 
year campaign by Dorch¬ 
ester Business Improve¬ 
ment District (BID) and 
Dorchester Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Dorchester BID’s Phil 
Gordon said when they 


first held a BID ballot a lot 
of businesses had parking 
related concerns. 

“I had a lot of concerned 
businesses coming to my 
attention who were strug¬ 
gling with evening trade 
because people were un¬ 
happy to pay for parking 
in evenings,” said Mr Gor¬ 
don. 

“This initiative will en¬ 
courage more people to 
use the facilities such as 
pubs, restaurants, cafes 
and hopefully, conversely, 
encourage businesses to 
possibly extend their hours 
into the evening. Some 
shops may decide to stay 
open maybe until 8pm to 


get the evening trade en¬ 
joying the free parking. 

“The trade on Sunday 
needs encouraging and 
more and more shops open 
on Sundays now, but obvi¬ 
ously it’s a big incentive to 
come to Dorchester if they 
don’t have to pay to park 
there and again it’s up to 
the businesses to make the 
best of the situation. 

“There’s been quite a lot 
of effort for quite some 
time and we are really, re¬ 
ally delighted that the 
council are going to imple¬ 
ment this, it was certainly a 
job made easier by the fact 
we had full support of the 
chamber of commerce.” 


The move will hit 
WDDC’s coffers by 
£58,700 in the next year at 
a time when central gov¬ 
ernment funding to coun¬ 
cils is being cut. The 
overall budgeted income 
from car park fees for 
2010/11 is £2,316,000. 

The council introduced 
charges for overnight park¬ 
ing (7pm - 8am) in 2005 
following a member 
scrutiny of parking 
charges. 

Charges were: 30p in 
Yarn Barton, Beaminster, 
40p in Bridport and 50p in 
Dorchester. Sunday charg¬ 
ing had been in place for 
many years and charges 
are 20p for up to two hours 
and 30-50p all day.

Having returned to the UK she completed a BA 
in French and Spanish, which she utilised after 
moving to Bridport when she gave part time pri¬ 
vate language tuition in between looking after 
her two children. 

Then in 2006 she started running French and 
Spanish groups for adults in Beach and Barnicot 
and Olive Tree. After her Adult Education experi¬ 
ence Penelope wanted to combine learning with 
food and drink in a relaxed atmosphere. This has 
culminated in her setting up Love Learning in 
Dorset offering a variety of 10-week courses for 
adults in Olive Tree and starting language 
courses in Phoenix Bakery Weymouth.

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■ YOU have a love of travelling, which was you 
favourite place to visit and why? 

I loved them all in different ways as they all had a new 
perspective on life to offer. Perhaps I would choose Mex¬ 
ico for the relaxed and happy people that they are, the 
bright colours everywhere, and the fact that Mexican’s 
speak a lot slower and clearer than the Spanish. One of 
my favourite memories is sitting on the pacific coast¬ 
watching whales swim on by. 

■ HAVING lived and taught in Japan, in which ways 
are Japanese students different from English ones? 

Japanese people are a lot shyer. They can read and write 
English perfectly but find it hard to have the confidence 
to string a sentence together. Having said that, their Eng¬ 
lish counterparts can be hesitant sometimes too. It’s im¬ 
portant to feel relaxed and comfortable in order to let 
yourself open up, the glass of Rioja served in my evening 
Spanish classes certainly helps! After the coffee and 
patisseries served half way through the daytime classes, 
it’s obvious that the students become a lot more livelier 
and engaged. 

■ AS an accomplished diver, what was the most 
amazing and what is the scariest thing you've seen 
underwater? 

Belize and the Cayman Islands, where I met my hus¬ 



band, have amazing clear waters, like gin and tonic, but 
warm. You can see sea cows, mantas, sea horses, turtles, 
it’s true paradise. On the other hand, I was a bit appre¬ 
hensive when I did a shark dive north east of Australia, I 
jumped in to a swarm of sharks, probably 50 of them. I 
remember asking a friend to take a picture of my limbs 
before I went in case they didn’t come back. I’m happy 
to say that they did. 

■ WHAT brought you to Bridport and what are your 
favourite things about the town? 

My parents retired down here and travelling along the 
coast road to visit them at the end of a balmy summer 
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evening, sold me. How could I resist? Having travelled 
for many years, I can say that Dorset’s landscape is up 
there with the best. 

■ AS a linguist and teacher, what benefits can some¬ 
one gain from learning a new language? 

Aside from the obvious benefits, learning a language has 
been proven to have many benefits that are great for all 
ages but particularly for those of a certain age, and that is 
keeping memory loss at bay. 

■ WHAT was the last song you heard, book you read 
and television programme you watched? 

The last song was probably by Biffy Clyro as my husband 
recently made a compilation CD for our five-year-old’s 
birthday, he likes to play it really loud in the house. The 
last book was “Like Water for Chocolate” a present from 
my good friend Phillie and the last television programme 
was probably something with the dulcet tones of David 
Attenbourgh - the man is a legend. 

■ WHICH three people from throughout history 
would you invite to a dinner party? 

David Attenbourgh, a gentle and wise teacher. He’d keep 
you fascinated all night. Frida Khalo the Mexican artist 
who had a difficult life, yet, her determination to over¬ 
come her challenges is inspiring. She mixed with an 
eclectic crowd who had some strong political and creative 
ideas, no sitting on the fence for her. And to round off 
maybe a few tunes with Nina Simone. 

■ AS a mother of two young children who enjoy the 
outdoors, where would you recommend around 
Bridport to take a family walk? 

We love Eype Beach for making mudslides and Waytown 
for a forest stomp. We are always looking for new forest 
adventures.

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Institute gets a lifeline 


A PIECE of Bridport’s historic past has been given an 18 
month lifeline to save it from developers, after the high 
court ruled in favour of allowing campaigners more time 
to save the building. 

The Bridport Area Development Trust successfully 
pleaded to adjourn a decision which would have allowed 
the Literary and Scientific Institute building at 51 East 
Street to be sold on the open market. 

The sale would mean the Grade II Listed building 
would no longer be eligible for capital funding from 
many of the major funding bodies. 

BADT members argued a further 18 months would be 
essential in order to secure the £2million needed to re¬ 
store the building through the making of necessary bids 
to those bodies. 

The decision will allow either the current proposal, sup¬ 
ported by the Bridport Museum Trust, to establish the 
building as a new Heritage and Study Centre based on 
Bridport’s rope and net industries or for additional com¬ 
munity proposals to move forward. 

Efforts to find a use for the former public library, which 
closed in 1997, have been led by town councillor Charles 
Wild and local consultant Crystal Johnson, with the de-

velopment trust becoming a fully constituted and regis¬ 
tered charity this year. 

Councillor Wild said: “We are pleased with this out¬ 
come. This is a big challenge and the court decision 
leaves an enormous amount of work to be done. But the 
museum project has been gaining a lot of local support, 
and Crystal Johnson has put together an exceptional proj¬ 
ect proposal which includes a workable ten-year business 
plan. We feel it is right that the time should be allowed 
to give the proposal a chance of succeeding and bringing 
a much-loved and important building back into commu¬ 
nity use. 

“Dorset County Council will be invited to appoint a 
representative to the project development group and we 
hope they will play a constructive role in trying to make 
this work.” 

Although DCC does not own the building, it is the 
trustee of the Bridport Literary and Scientific Institution 
that holds a 999-year lease granted in 1864 by Sir 
Howard Warburton Elphinstone, and is therefore respon¬ 


sible for associated costs. 

DDC had proposed a shorter adjournment of nine 
months, at the end of which the council would have been 
permitted to place the building on the open market. 

The legal proceedings were required so they could clar¬ 
ify what their duties were in relation to the building. 

DCC was authorised to investigate the market for a pos¬ 
sible sale of the building, but not to place the building on 
the market or to dispose of it. 

BADT have received a number of expressions of sup¬ 
port, including English Heritage and West Dorset District 
Council, both of whom have interests in trying to secure 
a future for the building which preserves and protects its 
historic interest, as well as the community interest. 

Bridport county councillor, Karl Wallace, attended the 
hearing and testified to the importance of the building to 
the Bridport community and to local support for the proj¬ 
ect. 

Councillor Wallace said: “This is a well loved building 
and it is a chance to bring it back to its original cause. It 
needs 18 months to get the extra money. It’s a wonderful 
charity and long term project I wholeheartedly back and 
support it.” 


Go ahead for Mountjoy 


MOUNTJOY School is officially on 
its way to Beaminster after getting the 
green light from Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil. 

The county council’s planning com¬ 
mittee gave plans for the new special 
school the thumbs up last week - de¬ 
spite voicing concerns over the build¬ 
ings design. 

During the committee meeting, some 
members expressed concerns about 
the overall appearance of the new 
building but officers explained that, 
because Mountjoy will be in an Area 
of Outstanding Natural Beauty, the 
building had to meet certain criteria to 
sit well within the landscape. 

Members heard that Mountjoy 
School, Beaminster Technology Col¬ 
lege, Beaminster Town Council, West 
Dorset District Council and local peo¬ 
ple had been consulted throughout the 
design process, and no negative com¬ 
ments on the building’s appearance 
had been received in response to the 
planning application. 

Dorset County Councillor Karl Wal¬ 
lace said: “It’s one step closer and 
things are going in the right direction. 
I can understand people’s concerns 
about the appearance but we are going 
into a time of austerity. We would love 
to spend a fortune on the building but 
we need to be realistic. 


“It may look boring and bland from 
the outside but that’s not important, 
what is important is what goes on in¬ 
side. 

“As long as the school serves its pur¬ 
pose then that’s what matters, Moun¬ 
tjoy is a fantastic school and it will be 
there for many years to come.” 

As part of the plans, Beaminster 
Technology College will also benefit 
from improved sporting facilities - in¬ 
cluding a new synthetic pitch - and al¬ 
terations to the existing premises. 

These include new car parking facil¬ 
ities for Beaminster staff, accessed 
from Tunnel Road, which will reduce 
the flow of traffic on Fleet Street. 
There will also be an improved foot¬ 
path linking the schools with the town 
centre. 

Beaminster Technology College and 
Mountjoy will remain as two schools, 
but will share the site. 

In May, Cabinet members agreed a 
budget of just under £9 million for the 
project and, now it has planning ap¬ 
proval, construction will hopefully 
begin next spring, with the school set 
to open in the autumn of 2012.

lems in Chideock has started in 
earnest with the introduction of 
specially trained civilian speed 
monitors. 

The anonymous group of resi¬ 
dents will be using hand-held 
speed guns to catch motorists ex¬ 
ceeding the strict 30 mph limit 
through the village. 

The volunteers will don hi-visi- 
bility vests and patrol the stretch 
of A3 5, which was the scene of 
high profile demonstrations earlier 
this year when a group of protes¬ 
tors continually used the pelican 
crossisng. 

PC Chris Forshaw said: “This 
scheme is a direct result of con- 


munity. These are police 
volunteers and as such 
come under the umbrella 
of Dorset Police. 

“We have got together to 
try and reduce the danger 
of speeding motorists. It’s 
a very positive step for¬ 
ward for Chideock. 

“This type of scheme is 
very effective, and we are 
positive it will show its ef¬ 
fectiveness quite soon.” 

The volunteers will assist 


police by “shooting” 
speeding vehicles, the in¬ 
formation will then be sent 
to the police and a warning 
will be issued to the driver. 
Continued flouting of the 
law could see the driver 
face criminal penalty. 

The speed gun volun¬ 
teers received basic train¬ 
ing, learning to use the 
equipment and what data 
is required, before hitting 
the streets for the first time 
on Sunday, September 5th.

However, President of Bridport Chamber of Trade, 
Mike Harvey said they were not consulted over the ini¬ 
tiative and questioned the reason why it did not include 
places like West Bay. 

“As usual we are the last to know about the discussions, 
despite being a local Chamber of Trade. Why are we 
never consulted?” he said. 

“We do not consider that the district council has 
thought through the problem correctly. 

“The suspension of the overnight charges should apply 
to all car parks. Why should someone visiting a pub or 
restaurant be charged for leaving their car overnight in 
West Bay and not in Bridport town centre. 

“We agree with the suspension of Sunday charges for 
the inland parks only.” 

WDDC councillors have also approved a new system 
of parking permits to be introduced in the car parks for 
hotel and guesthouse visitors. This new system would 
mean hotels and guest houses can buy scratch card style 
parking permits and issue them to their guests, allowing 
them to park until 9am. 

WDDC Leader Robert Gould said: “We are pleased to 
approve plans to remove parking charges in most of our 
car parks during evenings and Sundays, to help support 
the local economy and bring visitors and shoppers from 
outside the district into West Dorset, as well as helping 
local residents.”

HORSE owners across Dorset are 
being encouraged to sign up to a 
scheme which will help make them 
less vulnerable to equine crime. 

Horse Watch run by Dorset Police 
works in a similar way to Home 
Watch and Neighbourhood Watch 
schemes where increased vigilance 
and communication helps to reduce 
the chances of becoming a victim of 
crime. 

There are currently over 350 Horse 
Watch members in Dorset with local 
co-ordinators available to support 
and assist all members. 

Information about suspicious inci¬ 
dents, attempted thefts and criminal 
activity is shared so that scheme 
members across the county receive 
descriptions of equine crime suspects 
and criminal techniques that are 


being used. Members are registered 
onto the Force’s community messag¬ 
ing system, where they receive rele¬ 
vant crime prevention advice and 
information. 

The scheme also provides the op¬ 
portunity for its members to mark 
their equine equipment at tack mark¬ 
ing sessions. Marking this valuable 
equipment makes it less likely to be 
stolen by thieves, while ensuring it is 
more likely to be recovered if it is 
stolen. 

Scats Countrystores support the 
scheme and have provided weather¬ 
proof signs for Horse Watch mem¬ 
bers to display on outbuildings which 
show potential thieves that they are 
members of Dorset Police’s Horse 
Watch scheme. 

Police Constable Jane Brittain said: 


“Horse Watch is a great initiative that 
offers security and crime prevention 
advice to horse owners across 
Dorset. 

“Equine crime isn’t just about fi¬ 
nancial loss. The emotional pain suf¬ 
fered when a treasured horse is stolen 
or when equipment is taken can be 
devastating. 

“We also organise tack marking 
sessions so that horse owners can 
mark their equipment and all of our 
members are registered onto the 
Dorset Police community messaging 
system.

chaired by Portland Town Councillor Richard Denton- 
White. 

“Next year’s referendum on the voting system promises 
to be very hard fought,” said Richard. 

“And whilst AV doesn’t go far enough for many reform¬ 
ers, it at least promises to open the door for genuine re¬ 
form at a later stage.” 

West Dorset District and Bridport Town Councillor Ros 
Kayes urged every pro-reform citizen to participate on 
Thursday night: “This is not an exclusively Fiberal De¬ 
mocrat campaign,” she said. 

“There are so many active groups like the peace cam¬ 
paigners and green-minded Transition Town activists in 
Bridport, who ought to make a point of showing up on 
the night. Change is difficult under our current first past 
the post political system.” 

Anyone who is interested in Fair Votes For Dorset can 
phone Richard on 01305-826724 or Ros on 01308- 
482276 or email richard@people-first.org.uk.

Police warn of cold callers 


DORSET Police and 
Dorset Trading Standards 
are encouraging the public 
to be on their guard - after 
a number of high pressure 
cold calls have been re¬ 
ported to the force. 

Since the end of August 
at least 14 incidents of 
high pressure cold calling 
incidents have been re¬ 
ported to Dorset Police by 
concerned residents. 

These calls have been 
made over the phone as 
well as on residents’ 
doorsteps across the 
county - and have pre¬ 
dominantly targeted peo¬ 
ple over the age of 80. 

Although criminal of¬ 
fences may not have been 
committed during the high 
pressured cold calls, 
Dorset Police and the 
county council’s Trading 


Standards Service are en¬ 
couraging members of the 
public to be on their guard 
to ensure they do not part 
with money or sign up to 
services “on the spot”. 

Inspector Caroline Quill 
is from Dorset Police’s 
Community Engagement 
department. 

She said: “These cold 
callers seem to be target¬ 
ing older members of our 
community who they may 
believe are more likely to 
agree to the supply of serv¬ 
ices or equipment. 

“Some of the services 
appear to be delivered at 
low initial cost, or even no 
cost, but will usually have 
high maintenance charges 
attached to contracts 
which are difficult to spot. 
Be in no doubt - if what is 


offered seems too good to 
be true, it probably is. 

“My advice is simple - 
do not agree to pay for any 
services being offered by a 
cold caller, either over the 
phone or on your doorstep. 

“All reputable traders 
will understand the need 
for customers to think 
about what they are sign¬ 
ing up to and will happily 
give that time without put¬ 
ting pressure on someone 
to sign up there and then. 

“If you do not feel com¬ 
fortable talking to the cold 
caller, simply hang up the 
phone or politely close the 
door to them. 

“Some of the cold calls 
that have been reported to 
us include people trying to 
sell home security prod¬ 
ucts, such as house alarms, 
and people promoting car¬ 


pet cleaning services.” 

Ivan Hancock, Divi¬ 
sional Trading Standards 
Manager for Dorset 
County Council, said: “If 
residents are concerned 
about any of the trading 
practices used, or believe 
they are being misled by 
sales staff, I would urge 
them to call Consumer Di¬ 
rect. 

“As well as getting ad¬ 
vice about where they 
stand, complaints can be 
investigated by the rele¬ 
vant trading standards 
service. Consumer Direct 
is very much our front 
door for complaints. 

“Where more serious 
criminal allegations are in¬ 
volved we will continue to 
work with Dorset Police to 
ensure the most appropri¬ 
ate action is taken.”

Leftfield: Party 
like it's 1995! 


BACK in the mid-Nineties, Leftfield were one of the hottest dance acts 
around. Their fusion of house, dub and reggae earned them a massive fol¬ 
lowing, of which many - including myself - weren't normally attracted to 
the dance scene. 

Prior to this summer, Leftfield hadn't played a show for around ten years, 
but this festival season the founding member of the duo, Neil Barnes, de¬ 
cided to resurrect the name and hit the road. 

Although his original partner Paul Daley decided to sit the shows out - 
preferring to concentrate on his remixing work and a new solo record - 
the dates clearly had his blessing. 

Kicking off at Rockness in June, the new live line-up played a number of 
festivals in the build up to the weekend before last's London Electronic 
Dance Festival - a new two-day event in the capital's Victoria Park - of 
which Leftfield were headlining the second night. 

Although there was a spot of rain during Friendly Fires'set, the weather 
held off for most of the day despite the often ominous presense of nasty 
looking clouds. The event had two stages and, while penultimate act Gold- 
frapp pulled in a big audience (despite the fact AphexTwin were playing 
in the big tent), by the time the headliners appeared the eyes of everyone 
in the park were set on the main stage. 

The average pop fan might not know the name but they've been part of 
popular culture for some time; whether it's soundtracking Nineties classic 
Trainspotting or"that"Guinness advert with the horses, you might not have 
heard of them, but you've certainly heard them. 

The set was dominated by tracks from the more influential of Leftfield's 
two studio albums, 1995's Leftism. And although they might be "half the 
band they once were," the absence of Paul Daley is made up for with the 
presence of a number of vocalists from the original LP. 

The sound system had sounded a little weak earlier in the day but Left¬ 
field made the bass roar; at times it felt as if the park was literally shaking! 

Their festival shows this summer have spurred Barnes into a Leftfield UK 
tour later this year (including dates in Bournemouth on November 26th, 
Plymouth on November 27th and Bristol on December 2nd). 

Neil will be joined by original vocalists Djum Djum, Earl 16 and Cheshire 
Cat, so if you didn't catch them over the summer months, don't miss out 
on what is a must-see show for dance fan. Just don't forget your ear plugs!

GOODBYE AMY? | DOCTOR Who actress Karen Gillan could be exterminated 
in the next series of the sci-fi show if rumours are true. The Sun reports that the 
Doctor's sidekick Amy Pond will be killed off. 

A show insider told the tabloid that Amy will exit before the end of the next 
series, making her the first of the Time Lord's companions to die since Adric 
(Matthew Waterhouse) in 1982. 

Show boss Steven Moffat announced at the Edinburgh TV Festival that the 
next series will be split into two parts, the first of which will end after an "earth- 
shattering cliffhanger" which he describes as a "game-changing moment" for 
the Doctor (Matt Smith) and Amy. 

He said: "It's a huge event. In order to let you have time to recover we will let 
you go off and have your summer holidays and then come back in autumn." 

Karen, meanwhile, was coy about the cliffhanger. When asked how long she 
will remain in the show, she said: "I have no idea. I guess you just have to take it 
series by series. Who knows? But I'm having a lot of fun right now." 






STIG OFF | TOP Gear presenter James May says The Stig will be killed off and 
replaced with a new driver following the recent controversy over Ben Collins' 
attempts to publish his own book. 

But the presenter, dubbed Captain Slow, said that he and fellow presenters 
Richard Hammond and Jeremy Clarkson would give the iconic character a hu¬ 
miliating beating first. The tongue in cheek jibe has come after Ben Collins' un¬ 
masking as The Stig following his legal victory over the BBC, which will allow 
the driver to tell his story about the role. 

There's little doubt the driver will be ousted from the show, and James, 47, 
said The Stig will be retired in the same manner as his predecessor, The Black 
Stig, who was played by racing driver Perry McCarthy.That character exited the 
show by driving off a cliff in 2003. 

Top Gear returns for its 16th series later this year and May explained producer 
Andy Wilman was furious with Ben, 35, for writing a book about his show ad¬ 
ventures. 

He said: "There was black-overalls Stig, who had to be dealt with by Andy. And 
then we got white-overalls Stig, who will be dealt with. We start some filming 
next week. 

"We've had some thoughts - driving to The Stig's house and nailing his head 
to the table was one. And getting our overalls back because they're not his. And 
those stupid, poncy shoes he wears. They're ours. And the gloves," May added. 

Collins was axed from the show on Wednesday after the BBC's failed High 
Court battle against HarperCollins, who will publish The Man In The White Suit 
in two weeks.

Late goals down Magpies

DESPITE injuries to Neil Martin and James 
Coutts which forced Dorchester manager 
Ashley Vickers to change the shape of his 
side after an hour, it looked as if the Mag¬ 
pies would defy the league positions by 
taking a point back from high flying 
Chelmsford City. 

Chances in this Blue Square Bet South 
match were few and far between, and it 
looked like the Magpies would take a 
well earned point back to the county 
town before substitute Sam Higgins 
struck with nine minutes left.Takumi Ake 
headed a right wing ball back across the 
goal for Higgins to apply the finishing 
touch with a glancing header. 

He then rubbed salt in the wound three 
minutes later with a speculative 25-yard 
shot from Rob Edmans' knock down that 
keeper Simon Evans got his hands be¬ 
hind, but somehow the ball squirmed 
from his grasp and rolled slowly into 
goal. 

With new signing, former Yeovil Town 
and Bournemouth defender Scott Guyett 
installed as captain, Chelmsford found 
chances few and far between as Dorch¬ 
ester put in another sterling effort that 
belied their position as bottom of the 
league. 

Billy Bricknell went closest early on for 
the hosts with a shot from the edge of 
the box that went just wide of the post, 
whilst Steve Devlin's left foot volley on 27 
minutes was too high. 

A similar Mark Jermyn effort was closer 
minutes later in a first-half devoid of clear 
cut chances. 

Dorchester had a narrow escape just 
after the break when AdamTann headed 
Stephen Reed's corner back into the 
goalmouth but Bricknell's header was 
chested clear by a defender. 

Soon after Martin pulled up with a 
hamstring injury and was replaced by 
Kyle Critchell, before Dorchester suffered 
a double blow on the hour when Coutts 
received a kick on the ankle which pre¬ 
vented him carrying on and had to be re¬ 
placed by Matt Groves. 

The injuries forced Vickers to rethink his 
formation as big central defender Dave 
Rainford peppered the Magpies goal 
with three headers. 

However the Magpies were defiant and 
it looked like they would go home with 
the point they deserved until Higgins 
struck. 

LEAMINGTON 1 WEYMOUTH 0

A GOAL midway through the first-half 
from Richard Batchelor was enough to 
send Weymouth back from the New 
Windmill Ground pointless, and once 
again emphasised the need for a couple 
of old heads to steady Ian Hutchinson's 
side. 

The Terras had plenty of possession but 
were unable to make it count in front of 
goal, and with goalscoring chances at a 
premium this must be a worry for Hutch 
as his side try to establish themselves in 
the Zamaretto League Premier Division. 

These two sides last met 28 years ago 


in the old Alliance Premier League, and 
fortunes have changed for both sides. 

There was nothing to choose between 
them early on, although Batchelor regis¬ 
tered his intent with a powerful header 
from a corner that went wide. 

He went one better on 20 minutes with 
the only goal of the game. Peter Faulds 
fed Luke Corbett wide on the right, who 
instead of making for goal cut the ball 
back into the box where Faulds wrong 
footed the Terras defence by stepping 
over it for Batchelor to curl his low shot 
beyond keeper Tom Manley.

Bees back to form

DESPITE the scoreline this was an easy 
victory for Bridport who put last week's 
FA Cup mauling behind them to main¬ 
tain their winning start to this seasons 
Toolstation Western League First Divi¬ 
sion. 

The Bees swept into a four goal interval 
lead that was extended on the hour 
when Ryan Dovell completed his first hat 
trick for the club. 

The hosts scored almost immediately 
but Bridport coasted to victory despite 
conceding two goals in the last five min¬ 
utes that gave an unfair reflection of the 
game. 

Shepton parted company with their 
manager midweek, and with former 
Weymouth boss Matt Hale watching 
from the sidelines, the young hosts 
started brightly against a tentative Brid¬ 
port. 

The Bees gradually put last week's 
game behind them and started to play 
the football that has seen then get off to 
one of their best starts ever in recent sea¬ 
sons. 

They took the lead on 27 minutes 
through Jamie Symes who showed what 
an excellent asset he is to the club when 
he rose to glance home Matt Condliffe's 
pin point cross. 

A minute later Dovell had doubled the 
lead when he panicked the home keeper 
as he closed him down as he collected a 
through ball. In his haste he kicked it 
against the striker which resulted in the 
ball rebounding and gently rolling into 
the net. 

Ten minutes from the break he scored 
again to complete a superb team effort 
which involved a twenty pass move¬ 
ment. Eventually skipper Darren Lock 


supplied a diagonal ball for Dovell to 
score at the far post with an angled 
header from 12 yards which the keeper 
touched but could not stop going in off 
the upright. 

He could have completed a first half hat 
trick three minutes later but this time the 
ball came back off the woodwork. 

Bridport were really up to speed now 
but they had a scare soon after when last 
week's hero Sam Filkins was called upon 
to make his only real save of the game, 
getting down well to his right to turn 
away Tyler Sibbick's well struck shot. 

The Bees however were cutting 
through the home defence like a knife 
through butter and it was no surprise 
when Jamie Symes added a fourth three 
minutes before the break. 

Symes superbly beat his man on the 
halfway line before releasing Chris Clarke 
down the left. He drove down the wing 
before pulling the ball back from the bye¬ 
line to Symes who had continued his run 
to score from the edge of the box to com¬ 
plete his fourth double if four successive 
games. 

Even uphill after the break, Bridport 
continued to dominate and Dovell hit 
the crossbar with a header before he 
found the net again on the hour, this 
time he was on hand to convert Darren 
Watt's thunderous 35-yarder that the 
keeper touched on to the crossbar. 

Shepton grabbed a goal back two min¬ 
utes later when Ashley McGrane headed 
home a cross, but it looked to be just a 
consolation, and manager Trevor Senior 
rang the changes by bringing on all three 
substitutes. 

The game evened out after this, al¬ 
though Shane Evans was denied a goal 
in a one-on-one with the keeper who 
saved with his legs, and it was a bit of a 
surprise when the hosts pulled another 
goal back just before normal time when 
Oliver Higginson headed home a cross at 
the back stick. 

There was more in store when Brad 
Allen nodded home a right wing in injury 
time to put a lopsided result to a match 
that Bridport won with ease. 

Fleet footed Harry 
spares Bees blushes

A BRACE from Harry Fleet gave Bridport 
Reserves the boost they required to put 
them back on the winning trail after 
three successive defeats in Magna Dorset 
Premier League. 

In a poor first-half which Wincanton just 
shaded, it looked like the Bees were 
heading for another loss. However man¬ 
ager Steve Crabb and assistant Mark Lock 
revitalised their troops with a good 
tongue lashing at half-time, and they 
came out in the second half to take all 
three points. 

Both side appeared unable to put two 
passes together in the first period, and 
clear cut chances were few and far be¬ 
tween. Roger Cummings had the first 
chance on five minutes but as synony¬ 
mous with the rest of the half, with a 
clear shot on goal he managed to find 
the body of Dan Golden. 

Midway through the half Ash Clarke 


was unlucky when his header from an 
acute angle was kicked off the line fol¬ 
lowing Dan Jones'corner. Wincanton re¬ 
sponded immediately when Jordan 
Fletcher broke from defence and after ex¬ 
changing passes with Luke Stephens fed 
Matt White whose angled shot was 
turned around his near post by Lee Cleal 
at full stretch. 

A minute later Cleal almost gave gifted 
the visitors the lead when he raced from 
goal to kick clear but only succeeded in 
smashing the ball against Sam Day, Chris 
Herbst and White as they chased the ball 
which rebounded behind for a goal kick. 

In a bizarre incident akin to Glen John¬ 
son's moment in England's Euro 2012 
match the night before, Wincanton'sTom 
Hatcher stabbed the ball towards his 
own goal trying to clear Sam Day's free 
kick, but fortunately keeper Alan 
Clements was alert enough to keep it 
out. 

Gary Bulman, having been unceremo¬ 
niously dumped over the touchline by a 
hard but fair tackle from visiting skipper 
Gary Chapman, exacted perceived retri¬ 
bution four minutes from the break by 
scything Chapman down to earn a book¬ 
ing. 

Two minutes later, White outpaced a 
slow turning Ash Clarke before neatly 
lobbing the advancing Cleal. Unfortu¬ 
nately the ball bounced up and struck 
the angle of the goalframe before being 
cleared. 

Wincanton took a deserved lead eight 
minutes after the break when a meas¬ 
ured ball from Stephens saw White out- 
muscle Day before volleying passed 
Cleal. 

Herbst was finally booked after being 
warned just before half-time as Bridport 
searched for an equaliser. 

However the Bees were thrown a life¬ 
line just before the hour when Clements 
gifted them a goal when his attempted 
clearance to a loose ball played back to 
him, went straight to Fleet who had the 
easiest of tasks to roll the ball into an 
empty net. 

This inspired Bridport and they had a 
great opportunity to move in front when 
they were awarded a dubious penalty 
just four minutes later. 

Referee Bob Brittain took several sec¬ 
onds before awarding the kick after Chris 
Symes went over on the penalty spot. 
From Mr Brittain's position it might well 


have appeared that Jon Boseley had 
brought him down, but it was clear from 
other angles that Boseley had fairly won 
the ball before Symes tripped over his 
leg. 

Justice was done however when 
Clements who redeemed his earlier error, 
guessed right, diving to his left to su¬ 
perbly turn Ben Clarke's fierce spot kick 
away. 

Ex-Bee Rich Leach should have put the 
visitors in front but he missed with a free 
header from Golden's corner, before Brid¬ 
port finally went ahead on 77 minutes. 
Stephens hauled down Adam Stordy just 
outside of the box, and Bulman cleverly 
floated the resultant free kick over the 
wall and just inside Clements left hand 
post. 

Wincanton pushed for an equaliser and 
White went close with a couple of efforts, 
but Bridport's defence, in which Day 
shone, held firm. 

The Bees finally made the points safe in 
added time when the ball was fed to 
Fleet following a free-kick near the cor¬ 
ner flag, and he drove a low shot across 
and beyond Clements into the corner of 
the net. 

Crabb said after the game:"We didn't 
get going in the first half and we gave the 
lads a dressing down at the break to 
which they responded well. 

"We had an excellent second half and 
reacted well to going a goal down, by 
coming back as we did. 

"I thought the whole back four played 
well, especially Sam Day who did put his 
hand up to their goal, and it was three 
well earned points against a strong side."

BRIDPORT have a free week this Satur¬ 
day and with only two league matches 
between their big test at Merthyr Town on 
October 9th, some will see this as a prob¬ 
lem for the club after the superb start 
they have made to the Toolstation West¬ 
ern League First Division. 

They currently stand fourth with five 
wins out of five, one of only three with an 
unbeaten record. 

Oldland Abbotonians (3rd) and Merthyr 
Town (top) have both played more games 
than the Bees whilst second placed Hen- 
grove Athletic, like Bridport have five 
straight wins but have a better goal differ¬ 
ence.

"They are certainly hot at the moment, 
and people like Dan Wise who usually 
provides around 20 a season, and Matt 
Moors who score half a dozen haven't ap¬ 
peared on the list yet, which in a way is 
good news as I am sure they will start 
scoring soon." 

On the blank week Senior said:"Whilst it 
is not ideal to have a blank week, it will 
give a few of the players who are carrying 
knocks to recover, and for everyone to 
recharge their batteries and be ready to 
move on again."
